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LOS ANGELES STATISTICS 


Los Angeles has proudly announced that it is the biggest city 
in California. It claims to have passed San Francisco 30,000 and is 
still increasing. Far be it from us to doubt for a moment the figures 
given to the world by such a thoroughly honest and coservative body 
as the Chamber of Commerce of that chemically pure city, but ad- 
mitting the correctness of the population and placing it at the 530,000 
which is now claimed there are several peculiar features in connec- 
tion with the date which we would call attention to. 

In the first place there is always a wonderful difference between 
the population and the vote cast in Los Angeles, but that of course 
might be accounted for on the score that there are many people who 
live in Los Angeles who have their nominal residence elsewhere, and 
who are not voters. The bank clearances are many times larger in 
Sah Franciseo than they are in Los Angeles, and the general business 
is very much larger in the Northern than in the Southern city. The 
people of the south therefore do very little businéss, live very econom- 
ically, or far less numerous than they pretend to be. 

But perhaps there is still another reason for the difference be- 
tween the cities. Los Angeles contains not only all her legitimate 

population, but she has taken under her wing, and calls Los Angeles 
communities that are far away fromthe real city, and which are leg- 
itmately no more a part of Los Angeles than Richmond is a part of 
San Francisco. San Francisco on the other hand does not include 
her own legitimate population. Oakland, Berkeley and Alameda are 
far more parts of one great city with San Francisco than is San 
Pedro or several other nominal parts of the Angelic City. 

The area of San Francisco is 46 miles, the area of Los Angeles 
is 1074 and San Pedro is tied to the town by a narrow strip of ter- 
ritory twenty-six miles long and as wide as Macdonald: avenue. It 
is evident that if the population of San Francisco is equal that of 
Los Angeles its destiny must be two and half times that of the South- 
ern city, and that as a matter of fact San Francisco with half a million 
people in forty-six square miles is practically much larger city than 
Los Angeles with 530,000 in 107. . 

But the real city of San Francisco is not the mere municipality 
by that name. If San Francisco were to cover as much territory as 
Los Angeles, even making no allowance for the big bay in its center 
the population of Berkeley 40,000, Oakland 150,000 and Alameda 
23,000 must be ineorporated, which adds over 213,000 to the 500,000 
in the city proper. Then there are a number of other small towns 
down the peninsular so that when the real San Francisco is taken 
into account the population of which San Francisco is the business 
center, which is interested directly in that city, and which may 
properly credited to San Francisco certainly with as much justice 

as San Pedro is called a part of Los Angeles, equals at least 800,000 
people. 

The way Los Angeles booms itself and its population, however, 
is characteristic of the way they do things down South and this end of 
the state will never grow and prosper unless it gets the booming habit 
as they have it down there. It is very much easier to boom this end 
legitimately because it has many advantages which the South lacks, 
and that it has not gone ahead as it should is because we have suf- 


fered from excess modesty. Modesty is a virtue in a woman but 
it is a vice in a municipality or state.

A BOOSTER ORGANIZATION 


The movement to organize a booster institution for the county 
started Monday with a very successful meeting at Martinez. The 
enthusiasm displayed by all those present, the excellent selection of 
former Assemblyman Jones as president and of John Birmingham as 
secretary are all sure indications of success. Today the country that 


does not advertise will not grow. Southern California is a certain 
indication of that fact, and the Southland, the poorest part of the 
state has grown solely because it has been the best advertised section 
of the earth. No better demonstration of the value of advertising 
could be found or desired than Los Angeles affords and we people of 
the Northern part of the state will do well if we succeeed in attract- 
ing half the attention to our attractions that that end of the state 
has secured. 

The plan to spend $100,000 in boosting may seem to some people 

a great deal of money but it is no more than Contra Costa county 
deserves. The truth is few of us realize either the advantages we 
have to offer, or the advantages to us of securing a very much larger 
population than we have now. The population of California is 15.2 
per square mile. Without making any comparison with other coun- 
tries this is very low even for the United States. In New England 
with a poor soil and a miserable climate compared to California the 
population ranges from 508.5 in Rhode Island to 231 in Conneticut, 
In the South Mississippi has thirty-eight persons per square mile, and 
South Carolina 49.7, and those are probably the two most backward 
states in the Union. There is no reason why the population of this 
state should not be at least 100 to a mile, and even then it would not 
be by any means densley populated. 

California being pre-eminently a fruit growing state can support 
an enormous population, because fruit growing does not require a 
large area like grain raising. A large population on the land means 
a large population in the cities and an increase in manufacturies and 
industrial establishments. Richmond of course is not directly in- 
terested in the agricultural resources of the county but she is interest- 

Yin ‘seeing the county develop. because «its developmént means her 
growth. What Richmond wants to do above all things is to secure 
manufacturing, and when the County Chamber of Commerce issues 
its publication emphasis should be laid above all things upon the 
attractions which this town has to offer manufacturers looking for 
a sight where they have trans-continental railroad connections and 
ocean shipping advantage. Richmond has both today, tomorrow 
she will have much more. 

Richmond should not, as we have said before, rest satisfied with 
the County Chamber, it should have an organization of its own. The 
Sequoia Club is all right so far as it goes, and if it is willing to take 
up the greater tasks that have to be handled, well and good, but the 
world at large is more familiar with the word ‘‘Chamber of Com- 
merce’’ and consequently the meaning of the body will be better un- 
derstood if aside from the Club which can and has done splendid 
work we have a regularly organized chamber, to which anyone seek- 
ing information can apply, and which will make a business of boost- 
ing Richmond the future Pittsburg of the Pacific Coast. 


The action of the city council in so far as it proposes to limit the 
number of saloon licenses in future is most wise. There should be 
a few saloons, and those few should be required to run along well con- 
ducted lines. There is no reason why a saloon cannot be as orderly 
48 a grocery store, and if those interested were wise in their day and 
generation they would see that all the saloons were run on that prin- 
ciple. It is the fellows who do not conduct their bsaelitshments that 
way who are putting the whole business out of business.

APARTMENTS 10 
BE ERECTED 
AT SUBWAY. 


Local contraetors have been called 
upon to submit figures for the erec- 
tion of a three-story building at the 
corner of Seventeenth street and Mac- 


donald avenue. The building will 
be erected by M. Zager of Oakland, 
on the two lots which he owns on 
the southwest corner of the street. 

The two uppér stories will have 
twelve apartments and the lower or 
ground floor will consist of three 
stories. While no price would be 
divulged by Mr. Zager, it is said the 
building he proposes to erect will be 
in the neighborhood of $40,000. 

The twelve apartments are to have 
from two to three rooms and will be 
modern in every respect. Wall beds 
are one of the plans proposed. There 
will be a bath with each apartment. 
It is proposed to start the building 
just as soon as the bids are sub- 
mitted, opened and awarded. 

As the figures asked are for a 
brick and concrete building and also 
a frame structure, it is not known 
which will be the ultimate decisfom 
of Zager. 


According to a booklet, recently 
issued by the Wheatland hop pickers’

CARLOADS OF OIL 
ARE RUSHED TO 
THE NORTH 


Railroad records were smashed re- 
cently when the Southern Pacific 
Company rushed an oil train of four 


vars from this city to Medférd, Ore., 


to relieve the serious condition con- 
fronting the fruit growers there. On 
last Thursday evening a message was 
received asking for immediate aid 


and stating that four cars of ofl were 


necessary if the smudging was to con- 
tinue. 

The oil company got the Espee on 
the telephone and by working to- 
gether a train of four cars was ready 
to leave in less than four hours. It 
started from Richmond at 7 o’clock 
Thursday evening and was in Med- 
ford and being unloaded at 2 o’clock 
Friday afternoon. 

All of the apple growers of Rogue 
river valley were supplied with oil 
and have saved the greater portion 
of their crop. They have sent a per- 
sonal letter to the Standard Oil Com- 
pany and the Espee, thanking them 
for the good work. 


FREIGHT TARIFFS 
ON WINES IS 
LOWERED 


SACRAMENTO, March 28.—A cut 
from 75 to 55 cents a hundred- 
weight in the freight tariff on wine 
in glass, boxed or in barrels from 
California terminal points to the 
New -York piers, has been announced 
by the Southern Pacific. The routing 
will be over the Sunset route and the 
Morgan lines (Southern Railway) 
from New Orleans to the Atlantic 
Coast. e 

This encouragement to the wine 
men, following close on the  an- 
houncement of a market of 6,000,000 
gallons of dry wines as a result of the 
treasury ruling on the so-called Ohio 
wines, means that the industry will 
be placed upon a more profitable ba- 
sis than ever before. For months an 
effort has been made by the wine men 
of this and other sections of Califor- 
nia to obtain a reduction in rail rates 
on wine to the New York terminals, 
and the answer of the Southern Pa- 
cific has been a greater cut than wa 
requested. oN

The result of the bids will not be 
made public May 1. When Meijia’s 
resignation becomes effective on 
April 1, a temporary appointment 
will be made until the results are 
announced. 

Mejia asserted that he resigned be- 
cause of the great increase in the 
amount of mail toa be handled, due 
directly to the establishment of the 
parcel post.
